LAW  IN  TELLIGENCE. 

The  case  of  the  Trustees  of  Dart- 
nKiuili  College,  vs.  \Vi;iiam  II.

Ox  the  motion  reject  the  .Memoriiil  of  Mr  Fa- 
Z03  in  tile  House  of  RepreseatalivcS. 

[CO.NCLUWKD.] 

Mr.  Sergeant  said  it  was  due  to  the 
governnu  nt  ai.d  to  the  nation,  not  to  re- 
ceive the  memorial.  It  would  be  seen, 
on  reference  to  the  memorial,  that -M. 
Pazos  had  come  to  Congress  because,  aS 
lie  said,  the  Executive  bad  not  done  him 
J slice.  It  was  therefore  a direct  appeal 
from  the  lixecntive  to  Congress,  and  an 
appeal  grounded  not  on  the  defect  ofau- 
tnority  in  the  Executive,  but  one  wnich, 
admit'.ing  tne  authority  of  the  Executive 
for  wliat  had  been  done  to  be  full— and 
nobody  bad  questioned  it — called  upon 
Congress  to  reverse  the  proceedings  and 
uniio  what  the  Executive  had  done. — 
Whoever  would  look  at  the  memorial, 
would  find  that  the  property  seized  was 
in  itself  notmng  in  the  view  of  the  me- 
morialist, and  scarcely  entered  into  the 
scope  of  his  appeal.  Mr.  S.  referred  to 
tiie  concluding  clause  of  the  memorial, 
in  Wliich  reliance  is  expressed  that  tuis 
House  will  give  a dignified  support  to 
the  Uepublmaii  cause,  &c.  See.  .All  this 
was  preceded  by  a statement,  such  as 
this  individual  had  thought  proper  to 
make,  of  the  course  which  had  been 
taken  in  regard  to  /Amelia  islantl,  and  by 
complaints  not  of  the  conduct  of  tne  Exe- 
cutive only,  but  of  the  .Admiralty  Court 
—so  that  the  house,  to  comply  with  the 
prayer  of  this  petition,  must  revise  not 
only  me  conduct  of  me  Executive,  but 
that  of  the  judiciary  also.  It  was,  there- 
fore, a direct  appeal  from  the  Executive 
to  the  House.  Now,  Mr.  S.  laid  it  down 
as  a principle,  that,  in  respect  to  foreign 
powers,  and  me  agents  of  foreign  pow- 
ers, it  was  the  duty  and  the  interest  of 
tnis  government  to  present  itself  as  an 
entire  power  ; tnat  foreign  nations  snoiild 
never  be  permitted  to  know  this  govern- 
ment but  in  its  integral  c.iaiacter,  Tnc 
consequence  of  a ditTerciu  course  would 
be,  tiiat.  Whilst  the  constitution  of  tlic 
United  States  entrusts  to  the  Executive 
the  conduct  of  our  relations  with  foreign 
powers,  wc  should,  if  the  precedent  now 
sought  were  established,  have  every  fo- 
reign minister  thus  going  tne  round, 
and  exciting  the  one  branch  of  the  gov- 
ernment against  the  ot.ivr.  Every  one 
must  see  t.iattne  effect  would  be  to  de- 
stioy  me  liarniony  of  our  constitution 
and  evenmaily  the  body  politic.  And,  if 
failing  of  success  wiui  me  departments 
of  the  general  govermnciit,  why,  not  on 
me  same  piinciplc,  apply  to  the  l.eglsla- 
turesof  the  states,  and  by  that  means  at- 
tempt to  overrule  the  decisions  of  the 
proper  dcpartnients  of  this  government  ? 
Mr.  S.  Iiojicd,  he  said,  it  would  be  iiii- 
derstood  that  he  did  not  mean  to  touch 
on  the  topics  iniroduceU  intot.iis  Jiscus- 
sion,  for  or  against  tnc  persons  whose 
agent  the  petitioner  professed  to  be  : that 
was  a matter  whicii  might  in  various 
ways  be  brought  forward,  and  indeed  no- 
tice iiad  been  given  that  in  a proper 
manner  it  snould  be  brought  to  the  view 
of  the  house.  Hut,  said  Mr.  S.  shall  the 
agent  of  a foreign  government  come  into 
t lis  house, and  ask  ns  to  give  a sincere  sup- 
poin  to  me  cause  he  is  engaged  in,  by  over- 
ti.rowing  every  thing  that  lias  been  done 
jy  the  Executive  ? We  arc  not  compe- 
tent to  this  course  ; lor  il  wc  arc  to  hear 
representatives  of  foreign  govermnents 
011  one  side,  we  must  hear  reprcseii'a- 
uoiis  also  on  the  other,  and  instead  ot 
performing  its  legislative  fupctioiis,  con- 
gress must  erect  iiseif  into  a tribunal  for 
-ieckling  controversies  between  nations.  ‘ 
If  any  individual  within  the  territory  oc- 
cupied by  the  torccsofme  United  States, 
has  mereby  sustained  injury,  let  him 
conic  forward.  Such,  however,  Mr.  S. 
said,  was  not  the  present  case,  the  me- 
morial not  asking  for  a single  iartliing  oi 
indemnification  lor  any  individual  wiiate- 
ver,  but  the  bouse  was  asked  to  restore 
the  military  stores,  means,  See.  whicii 
had  been  found  at  Amelia,  so  that  these 
authorities  may  carry  on  the  war,  as  ef- 
fectually as  they  say  mey  could  have 
done,  but  for  the  taking  possession  o. 
their  position  by  the  United  States.  In 
other  words,  said  Mr.  S.  we  are  called 
upon  to  review  the  wiioie  question, 
avowedly  for  the  purpose  ol  giving  these 
authorities  support,  and  of  putting  them 
again  in  possession  of  their  entire  milita- 
ry force,- St c.  Fliis,  said  he,  is  a course 

totally  inconsistent  wit.i  the  spirit  of  our 
govcninieiit.  However  we  may  difier 
among  ourselves  ; however  we  may  dis- 
tribute power  among  the  different  branen- 
es  of  government  ; however  we  may 
thin'xofthc  individuals  who  administer 
tliose  va'.'ious  departments  ; yet,  when 
we  come  to  establish  rules  ol  conduct, 
by  the  observance  of  which  this  govern- 
ment may  be  liop^d  to  be  transmitted 
unimpaired  through  a long  succession  of 
ages  ; it  will  be  found  that  we  must,  on 
all  occasions,  presenlourselvcs  to  tcreign- 
ers  as  an  entire  body,  reciprocal. y sup- 
poi  ting  eacii  other — a body,  w.iicn,  when 
it  undertakes  to  reprimand  or  ctias'.ise  its 
officers,  or  reverse  tneir  proceedings, 
docs  it  for  its  own  askc  only  ; a body  t le 
component  pails  ol  woicn  do  not  fly 
' from  their  '•phere  for  tne  purpose  of  Jost- 


ling each  oth  r to  giv  - eff'  t to  any  f 'rl- 
iiig.  It  was  oh'  ious  that  there  was  on 
t . • subject  a great  deai  ol  feeling  ; b 
that  did  not  jiistily  t.ie  reception  of  this 
memorial.  It  could  not  be  rect  iv  d,  lor 
another  reason  ; lor  tne  very  first  step 
must  be  to  examine  the  credentials  of 
tills  petitioner,  and  of  tlioS'C  under  whom 
he  acts  ; whether  AI.  Fazes  is  deputed 
by  tnose  autnoritics  ne  claims  to  repre- 
sent, and  whether  they  act  by  proper  ap^ 
pobitmcnts  of  their  respective  govern- 
ments. This  was  an  insuperaliie  diffi- 
culty. If  the  iietitioner  had  presented 
himscifas  an  individual,  the  cause  would 
have  been  different  ; but  it  would  be  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  reduce  the  preten- 
sions of  tnis  memorial  to  S'.icli  a size  tnat 
it  could  be  sent  to  any  committee.  F'or 
this  reason,  Mr.  S.  said,  he  would  not  re- 
ceive tnis  petition,  though  lie  would  not 
SHOW  it  further  disrespect.  He  was 
willing  to  say,  that  a mistake  had  been 
comiiiiited  in  offering  it  ; but  he  could 
not  well  see  how  that  plea  could  be  made 
but — for  the  House  ought  not  to  Use' 
sign!  of  the  fact,  that  tnis  agent  knew 
where  he  ought  to  apply,  and,  with  that 
knowledge  after  being  refused,  had  come 
into  this  Mouse  for  redress.  I'o  shew 
t lis  case  in  a stronger  light,  Mr.  S.  re- 
ferred to  the  case  of  a .suggestion  to 
Congress  by  the  Fresident,  during  the 
present  session  of  the  expediency  of  a re- 
mission oi  certain  duties  improperly  le- 
vied on  British  vessels,  under  the  com- 
mercial convention.  Suppose,  said  Mr» 
S.  tlie  minister  of  Great  Britain,  stviing 
hi.nself  such,  had  come  to  this  House 
witii  ail  application  to  this -ffect  ; s-ii-u.d 
we  have  entertained  it  i Certainly  m.t. — i 
Some  allusion  had  been  made  to  m .i  it 
nad  been  called  tne  Irisiiand  Swiss  peti- 
tions, presented  and  dispos'ed  of  at  tne 
jii'esciit  session.  Undoubtedly  the  gen- 
tl  man  wno  liad  made  the  allusion,  had 
been  misled  by  names.  Tliose  petitions 
w^  re  from  citizens  and  from  individual 
I'oicigiici's  residing  witnin  the  United 
States,  praying  permission  to  purcnase 
pulilic  land  on  certain  terms.  If  they 
nad  formed  tiiemseives  into  a commu.ni- 
ty,  and,  ussuiiiiiig  a national  character^ 
hail  applied  to  Congress  for  a redr  ss  of 
grievances,  t.Tcir  petition  would  not  have 
been  received.  Those  petitions  present- 
ed questions  of  iiitorin.l  policy  merely  ; 
and  Mr.  S.  said  he  was  sorry  that  they 
nad  been  placed  in  a light  which  might 
be  prcjuuicial  to  them,  by  confounding 
llicm  with  a case  so  ictally  dissimilar; 

Mr.  Cobb  expressed  nis  hope  that 
t iis  motion  woiilii  not  prevail.  He  was 
obliged  on  this  occasion,  as  on  a former, 
to  differ  from  the  gentleman  from  New 
Hampsiiirc,  and  express  his  hope  that 
this  and  all  such  petitions  would  be  re- 
jected. What  sort  of  an  example,  said 
lie,  are  you  about  to  set  ? His  colleague 
correctly  staled  the  excitement  wliich 
had  been  heretofore  produced  by  a Uircat 
of  an  appeal  by  a French  Minister  : t.iis 
was  a ])arallel  case,  except  that  this  Min- 
ister is  not  accredited — a petition  from  a 
Foreign  Agent,  liaring  no  otner  object, 
that  could  be  discovered,  than  to  com- 
plain to  Congress  that  the  Fresident  nad 
not  done  him  justice.  Ifthis  appeal  were 
permitted,  he  should  expect  it  soon  to  be 
followed  by  another;  for  it  was  rumored 
that  a very  brisk  iiitercoiii'sa  had  recent- 
ly taken  place  between  the  Executive 
and  the  agent  of  another  foreign  power 
— and,  receive  this  memorial,  said  Mr. 
C.  and  you  may  expect  to  receive  the 
pamphlet  of  Ferus  vamped  up  into  a pc- 
rition,  unless  the  correspondence  which 
nas  taken  place  shall  have  been  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  Spanish  Minister.— 
.•'erniit  me  to  say,  that  I consider  not 
only  the  conduct  of  Genet,  and  the  pub- 
lication of  the  pamphlet  of  Vcitis,  but 
this  (letition  also,  as  pieces  of  impudence. 
As  to  this  Memorial,  laying  aside  other 
considerations,  and  not  noticing  its  con- 
tents, he  wished  it  to  be  rejected  on  the 
simple  ground  of  its  being  an  attempt  to 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Execu- 
tive to  this  House  on  a matter  between 
the  United  Stales  and  a foreign  power.

The  House  haviiijf  '"If’  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  on  the  hill  in  addition  to 

an  act  for  the  piiiiishmcnt  of  certain 
c inn  sajtainst  t;.e  United  Stat.  s,”and  to 
ri  neal  tlie  acts  therein  mentioned  (to 
enact  into  one,  with  amendments,  the  se- 
veral acts  heretofore  passed  to  enforce 
the  neutral  obligations  of  the  United 
States) — 

Mr.  FORSYTH  rose  in  explanation  of 
the  views  of  the  committee  offoreign  re- 
lations in  proposing  this  bill,  which  was 
the  result  of  the  general  eiKpiiry  into  the 
various  existing  acts  on  this  subject 
which  had  been  referred  to  them,  and 
which  it  was  presumed  answered  the  in- 
tentions of  the  House  in  directing  the  en- 
Cjuiry.  Mr.  F.  briefly  recapitulated  the 
history  of  the  several  laws  passed  on  this 
subject,  from  the  act  of  1794,  rendered 
necessary  by  the  F’rcnch  revolution  and 
the  want  of  sufficient  power  in  tiie  Exec- 
utive to  enforce  on  our  citizens  the  ob- 
s rvance  of  neutrality,  down  to  the  act  of 
the  last  session  ; and  concluded  by  ex- 
plaining the  amendment  which  the  com- 
mitt.  e had  deemed  necessary  to  the 
strict  impartiality  of  the  pr  visions  of  the 
general  bill  they  had  reported. 

Mr.  ROBERTSON,  of  L.  after  sub- 
mittiiTg  his  reasons  for  disputing  the  pro- 
priety of  the  former  acts  ; for  believing 
tnat  the  provisions  of  the  present  bill  ex- 
ceeded the  obligations  imposed  on  us  by 
a just  regard  to  neutral  duties,  and  went 
further  than  the  neutral  acts  of  any  other 
nation — moved,  first,  to  strike  out  the 
following  proviso: 

“ That  if  any  person  so  enlisted,  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  such  an  enlistment,  voluntari- 
ly discover  upon  oath  to  some  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  other  civil  magistrate,  the  person  or 
persons  by  whom  he  was  so  enlisted,  so  as  tliat 
he  or  they  may  be  apprehended  or  convicted 
of  the  said  ofi'ence,  such  person  so  discovering 
the  oft'endoror  olfendors,  shall  be  indemnified 
from  the  penalty  prescribed  by  this  act.” 

Tnis  motion  was  agreed  to  without  a 
division. 

Mr.  CLAY  offered  some  general  re- 
marks on  the  offensive  nature  of  the  bill, 
which,  he  said,  instead  of  an  act  to  enforce 
neutrality,  ought  to  be  entitled,  an  act 
for  the  benefit  of  his  majesty  the  king  of 
Spain.  He  also  expressed  his  unwilling- 
ness thus  to  be  called  on  to  re-enact 
laws  already  in  force,  of  which  he  did  not 
wisii  to  have  now  the  labor  of  investiga- 
ting their  principles,  or  the  responsibili- 
ty if,  wrong,  of  renovating  and  participat- 
ing in  them.  Sufficient,  he  thought,  for 
the  day,  was  the  evil  thereof ; and  he  was 
sorry  the  committee  had  not  contented 
itself  with  bringing  forward  some  origi- 
nal proposition,  without  hunting  out  and 
bringing  up  for  re  enaction  all  the  old 
laws  heretofore  passed  on  the  subject. — 
There  was  a great  difference  between 
suffering  acts  to  remain  unrepealed,  and 
bringing  them  up  for  re-enactment,  and 
he  gave  notice,  that,  after  this  bill  should 
be  made  as  perfect  as  its  friends  could 
make  it,  he  should  submit  a single  pro- 
position to  leave  the  act  of  1794  in  force, 
mid  to  repeal  the  acts  of  1797  and  of 
1817.  Mr.  C.  concluded  by  moving  to 
strike  out  of  the  2d  section  the  words 
which  make  it  penal  for  a person  to“  go 
beyond  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States,  with  intent  to  be  enlisted 
or  entered,”  in  the  service  of  any  foreign 
prince  or  state,  he. 

Mr.  FOR.SYTII  opposed  the  motion, 
and  observed,  tliat  after  the  great  labor 
whicii  tiie  committee  had  undertaken  on 
this  subject,  at  the  instance  of  the  Speak- 
er ;Mr.  Clay)  they  had  some  reason  to 
c i iiplain  of  his  remarks  on  the  course 
t.iey  had  taken.  A general  enquiry  into 
the  subject  and  revision  of  the  acts,  had 
b en  referred  to  them,  and  the  commit- 
t -e  had  found  it  easier  and  better  to  a- 
meiid  and  bring  into  one  general  bill  all 
t c acts,  than  to  adopt  any  other  course. 
M.-.  F.  said,  that,  so  far  from  operating 
unfairly  against  tne  cause  of  the  patriots, 
this  bill  removed  certain  provisions  of 
the  act  of  1797,  which  bore  exclusively 
on  that  cause,  denouncing  the  severest 
peiiaitics  against  those  of  our  citizens 
who  aid  them,  whicn  this  bill  would  ren- 
ner  equal  and  impartial.  Mr.  I',  adduc- 
ed some  arguments  to  shew  the  proprie- 
ty of  retaining  tiie  provision  moved  to  be 
stricken  out;  but, 

After  some  conversation  between  Mr. 
Clay  and  Mr.  Forsyth,  the  question  was 
taken,  and  Mr.  Clay’s  motion  agreed  to 
without  a count. 

Mr.  ROBERTSON,  of  Lou.  objected 
to  the  penalties  proposed  by  the  bill,  as| 
unreasonably  severe,  and,  instead  of  a 
fine  of  10,000  dollars  and  10  years  im- 
prisonment, which  the  judge  might,  at 
his  discretion,  impose  on  the  offender- 
moved  to  substitute  2000  dollars  and  3 
years. 

This  motion  was  opposed  by  Messrs. 
Forsyth,  Smith,  of  Maryland,  Livermon:, 
and  Rhea,  and  supported  by  Messl’s.  Ro- 
hrrt-ion,  of  Louisiana,  Claiborne  and 
Ball. 

The  question  being  divided — the  mo- 
tion to  reduce  the  finl  was  negatived — 
ayes  40;  and  the  motion  to  reduce  the 
limit  of  imprisonment  was  carried  ; 62 
to  60. 

Mr.  HOLYIES,  of  Massachusetts, 
moved  to  amend  the  section  so  as  to  leave 
it  to  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  to  inflii-t 
both  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  one  only, 
instead  of  being  obliged,  as  the  bill  stood, 
to  impose  both,  if  either.  Negatived, 
ayes  55. 

Mr.  HERRICK  moved  to  reduce  the 
fine  to  5000  dollars,  wliich  was  also  ne- 
gatived. 

.After  some  other  unsuccessful  motions 
of  minor  importance, 

Mr.  FORSY'lTi  moved  to  strike  from 
the  li.ird  section  the  provision  which 
inakes  it  penal  lor  any  citizen  to  lit  out  or 


arm,  without  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  any  sliip  or  vessel  wit.'i  intent 
to  commit  hostilities  upon  t ie  citizens  or 
subjects  of  a friendly  stat." — leaving  in 
this  section  only  the  provisions  against 
such  citizens  of  the  United  States  as  snail, 
biyond  our  lurisdictiou,  lit  out  vessels  to 
commit  hostilities  against  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States. 

This  motion  produced  a good  deal  of 
debate,  principally  on  the  expediency  ol 
striking  out  tne  whole  section,  and  on  the 
impropriety  of  still  retaining  a feature  in 
the  bill  which  would  admit  the  possibili- 
ty of  a crime  so  monstrous  and  improba- 
ble as  that  ol  citizens  going  abroad  to 
commence  war  upon  the  citizens  and 
commerce  of  their  own  country,  and 
Which,  even  if  committed,  w uld  lie  pun- 
ishable either  as  treason  or  piraev. 

Mtssieurs  Clay,  Robertson,  Forsyth, 
Smith,  of  Maryland,  and  Pitkm,  joined 
in  the  discussion  ; but,  before  any  ques- 
tion was  taken,  the  committee  rose  ; andj

Sketch  of  what  took  place  on  the  bill  to  atnend 

the  several  acts  for  sustaining  the  neutral  re- 

la  ions  of  the  United  States. 

The  Mouse  again  I’esoivcd  itself  into  a 
committee  of  tlie  whole,  Mr.  Uesh.\  in 
the  chair,  on  the  bill  “ in  addition  to  the 
“ -Act  for  the  punishment  of  certain 
crimes  againt  United  States,  and  to  re- 
peal the  acts  therein  mentioned.” 

A motion  (made  yesterday)  to  amend 
the  fourth  section  of  the  bill,  was  now  a- 
greed  to— the  effect  of  which  was  to  con- 
iine the  provisions  of  that  section  to  the 
punishment  of  any  citizens  of  the  United 
.States  who  should  fit  out  vessels  to 
cruize  against  the  commerce  of  the  Unit- 
ed S ates,  leaving  out  what  related  to  the 
commerce  of  foreign  nations. 

Mr.  CL.AY  rose  to-proposean  amend- 
ment he  had  before  indicated.  Amend- 
ed as  it  had  been,  Mr.  C.  said  he  had  no 
objection  to  retaining  the  fourth  section  ; 
but  moved  to  strike  out  all  the  remain- 
der of  the  bill,  except  so  much  as  retains 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1794,  and  re- 
peals the  acts  of  1797  and  1817  ; the  sim- 
ple effect  of  which  amendment  would  be 
to  repeal  the  act  of  1797  and  that  of  1 8 1 7. 
In  tne  propriety  of  repealing  the  act  of 
1797,  he  understood  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  to  concur — of  course,  then, 
it  would  only  be  necessary  to  show,  that 
tne  act  of  the  last  session  ought  to  be  re- 
pealed ; and  that  it  goes  beyond  any  neu- 
tral duty  we  can  owe.  In  the  threshold 
of  this  discussion,  Mr.  C.  said  he  confess- 
ed, he  did  not  like  much  the  origin  of 
that  act.  There  had  been  some  disclo- 
sures, not  in  an  official  form,  but  in  such 
a shape  as  to  entitle  them  to  credence, 
that  shewed  that  act  to  have  have  been 
the  result  of  a teasing  on  the  part  of  for- 
eign agents  in  this  country,  wi.ich  he  re- 
gretted to  have  seen.  But,  from  what- 
ever source  it  sprung,  if  it  was  an  act  ne- 
cessary to  preserve  the  neutral  relations 
of  the  country,  Mr.  C said  it  ought  to 
be  retained.  But  this  he  denied.  The 
aet  was  predicated  on  the  ground  that 
the  existing  provisions  did  not  reach  the 
case  of  the  war  now  raging  between 
Spain  and  the  Soqth  American  Provinc- 
es. In  its  provisions  it  went  beyond  the 
obligations  of  the  United  States  to  other 
powers,  and  that  part  of  it  was  unprece- 
dented in  any  nation,  w-hfeh  compe  led 
citizens  of  the  United  Stales  to  give  bonds 
not  to  commit  acts  without  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  Stales,  which  it  is  the 
business  of  foreign  nations,  and  not  of 
t.iis  government,  to  guard  against.  Does 
the  act  of  1794,  said  ISIr.  C.  embrace  tne 
case  of  the  Spanish  Patriots  ? That  was 
the  (luestion,  and  it  was  not  worth  while 
to  disguise  it.  If  St.  Domingo  was  not 
included,  as  had  been  said,  in  the  act  of 
1 1794,  it  would  not  follow  tnat  that  act  did 
itKJt  embrace  the  case  of  the  Spanish  pa- 
triots. What  was  the  condition  of  Saint 
Domingo?  Had  the  Executive  of  the  U- 
nited  States  ever  acknowledged,  in  re- 
gard to  that  war,  that  it  was  a civil  soar, 
r.sp  cting  which  the  United  States  stood 
in  a neutral  relation  ? No  such  acknow- 
ledgment, he  said,  had  ever  been  made, 
in  respect  to  the  war  in  that  island,  as 
had  been  expressly  made  by  tiie  Execu- 
tive, in  regard  to  the  war  in  South  A- 
merica,  that  it  was  a civil  war.  And, 
wiien  the  Courts  came  to  apply  the  law 
to  the  cases  before  them,  having  the  de- 
cision of  the  Executive  to  guide  them, 
they  must  decide  that  the  law  of  1794  is 
applicaliic  to  both  parties.  The  act  of 
1817,  consequently,  was  wholly  unneces- 
sary to  the  object  for  which  it  was  avow- 
edly enacted,  and  was  one  of  superfluous 
legislation.  Mr.  C.  said  he  recollected 
with  pleasure  that  he  gave  his  negative 
I to  it ; that  every  member  from  the  state 
of  which  he  was  a Representative,  did 
jthe  same.  He  recollected  that  63  mem- 
bers ofthat  part  oftliis  House,  with  whom 
it  had  been,  and  would  always  be,  his 
pride  and  pleasure  to  act,  had  recorded 
their  votes  against  it.  The  voice  of  the 
country  had  since  pronounced  its  doom, 
and  left  for  Congress  nothing  to  do  but 
to  repeal  the  act.  Disguise  it  as  you 
will,  said  he,  the  world  has  seen  the  act 
in  its  true  character  ; has  regarded  it  a*sa 
measure  calculated  to  aff  ect  tlie  struggle 
going  on  in  the  South,  and  discovered 
that,  however  neutral  in  its  language,  its 
bearing  was  altogether  against  the  cause 
of  the  Patriots.  How,  asked  he,  is  that 
war  now  carricil  on  ? But  for  the  siqi- 
plies  drawn  from  tiiis  countiy  through 
Havanna  for  sustaining  the  army  of  Mo- 
rillo,  this  modern  .Alva,  whose  career  isj 
characterized  by  all  the  enormities  whichj 
have  consigned  to  perpetual  infamy  tne 
name  of  his  great  prototype — but  for  t.ie 
supplies  drawn  through  Havanna,  whose 
port  is  open  to  us  only  for  tne  sake  of 
those  supplies,  fiencrai  Morillo  could 
net  have  supported  his  army.  This  fact 
he  had  from  the  highest  authority,  from 
the  commander  of  one  of  our  nation.d, 
vessels  who  had  been  on  a cruize  in  that' 
quarter,  and  had  received  it  from  tlie[ 
.ips  ol  Murillo  lumseil.  It  becenies  us,| 


Mr.  C.  said,  really  and  boiu  fide  to  per- 

111  our  neutral  obligatiiuis.  He  h'u 
seen  and  heard  of  circumstances  respect 
uig  this  subject,  humiliating  in  tiie  ex- 
treme. He  had  been  told,  for  instance, 
that  ill  the  case  lately  argued  in  t.ne  Su 
preme  Court  of  the  United  States,  of  ^ 
some  of  those  individuals  tried  in  tlu 
Court  of  the  United  States  at  Bostou. 
not  only  w'asthe  attorney  general  reauf 
.It  his  post,  as  he  should  be,  to  attend 
it,  but  the  attorney  for  th  • Mascacliusetts 
district  w'as  there  to  argue  it  also  ; and 
not  satisfied  w ith  this,  a foreign  agent  wai 
seen  attending  the  court,  to  see  probably 
th.it  nothing  was  omitt  d — and  not  ever 

foot  .Aii'icus  C irite  was  there  tc 
speak  for  the  accused.  Such  was  tlij  Jj 
state  of  the  case,  that  the  humanity  ofr,;, 
the  attorney  general  had  interposed,  aiidj 
induced  that  highly  meritorious  officer 
to  make  some  suggestions  favorable  to 
those  individuals.  \Vas  there  a man  in 
this  country,  Mr.  C.  asked,  who  did  not 
feel  his  conscience  reproach  iiiin  for  tliat 
transaction  ? 

The  act  of  1797  being  given  tip  on  all 
hands,  and  the  act  of  1817  being,  as  he 
thought  he  had  shewn,  uiuiccessary,  he 
hoped  his  motion  would  prevail.  If,  how- 
ever, contrary  to  his  belief,  the  house 
should  decide  that  the  act  of  1794  did 
not  cover  the  case  of  the  existing  ci\  il 
war,  and  the  act  of  1 8 17  siiould  be  thought 
necessary  to  bring  it  within  the  provi 
sions  of  the  act  of  1794,  Mr.  C.  said  he 
should,  ill  tiiat  event,  submit  another 
proposition  to  amend  the  bill,  predieat- 
ed  on  the  idea  that  some  provision  was 
necessary  in  addition  to  the  act  of  1794 
[to  be  continued.]

Our  Relations  with  Sptiin. 

On  Saturday  the  Fresident  comnuini 
cated  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  ; 
complete  view  of  the  state  of  our  Rela- 
tions with  Spain,  up  to  this  date. 

The  Message  and  the  Report  of  tic 
Secretary  of  State  are  as  follows. 


To  the  S/ieaker  of  the  House  of  Refite- 
sentatives. 

In  compliance  with  a resolution  of  the 
Senate  ofthe  16th  of  December,  and  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  24th 
of  February  last,  I lay  before  Congress  a 
report  ofthe  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
papers  referred  to  in  it,  respecting  the  ne- 
gotiation with  the  Governmentof  Spain. 
To  explain  fully  the  nature  of  the  differ- 
ences between  the  United  States  and 
Spain,  and  the  conduct  of  the  parties,  it 
has  been  found  necessary  to  go  back  to 
an  early  epoeli.  The  recent  eorrespon- 
dcnce,  with  the  documents  accompany 
ing  it,  will  give  a full  view  of  tlie  whole 
subject,  and  place  the  conduct  of  the  U. 
States,  in  every  stage,  and  under  cveiw 
circumstance,  for  justice,  mocieration, 
and  a firm  adherence  to  tlieir  rights,  on 
the  high  and  honorable  ground,  which  it 
has  invariably  sustained.

The  Secretary  of  Slate,  to  whom  have 
been  referred  the  resolutions  of  the  Sen- 
ate of  1 6th  December,  and  ofthe  House 
of  Representatives  of  24ili  February  last, 
has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  the  Presi- 
dent the  correspondence  between  this  De- 
partment and  the  Spanish  -Minister  resid 
ing  here,  since  he  received  the  last  in- 
structions of  his  government  to  renew 
the  negotiation  which,  at  the  lime  ofthe 
lasi  communication  to  Congress,  was  sus- 
pended by  the  insufficieney  of  his  pow- 
ers. These  Documents  will  shew  the 
present  state  of  the  relations  between  the 
two  governments. 

-As  in  the  remonstrance  by  Mr.  de  Onis 
of  the  6th  of  December,  against  the  oc- 
cupation by  the  United  StaUs  of  .Amelin 
Island,  he  refers  to  a previous  coinmuni- 
cation  from  him,  denouncing  the  expedi- 
tion of  Sir  Gregor  McGregor  against 
that  place,  his  note  of  9ih  July,  being 
the  paper  thus  referred  to,  is  added  to 
the  papers  now  transmitted.  Its  date, 
when  compared  with  that  of  the  occupa- 
tion of  .Amelia  by  .McGregor,  will  shew 
that  it  was  w ritten  ten  days  after  that 
event  ; and  the  contents  of  liis  note  of  6th 
Dec.  shew  that  measures  were  taken  by 
the  competent  authorities  of  the  U.  S.  to 
arrest  .McGr»goras  soonasthe  unlawful- 
ness of  his  proceedings  w ithin  our  juris- 
diction had  been  made  known  to  them  by 

legal  evidence,although  he  wasbeyond  the 
reach  of  the  process  before  it  could  be 
served  upon  bis  person.  The  tardiness 
of  Mr.  Onis’s  remonstrance  is  of  itself  a 
decisive  vindication  of  the  Magistrates  of 
the  United  Stales  against  any  imputation 
of  neglect  to  enforce  the  laws  ; for,  if  the 
Spanish  Minister  himself  had  no  evidence 
of  the  project  of  J.Icfiregor,  sufficient  to 
warrant  him  in  addressing  a note  upon 
the  subject  to  this  Department,  until  ten 
days  after  it  had  been  accomplished,  il 
cannot  be  supposed  that  officers,  w hose 
authority  to  act  commenced  only  at  the 
moment  ofthe  actual  violation  of  the  laws, 
and  who  could  be  justified  only  by  clear 
and  explicit  evidence  ofthe  facts  in  proof 
of  such  violation,  should  have  been  ap- 
prized of  the  necessity  of  their  interposi- 
tion in  time  to  make  it  etfeetual  before 
the  person  accused  had  dejiai  ted  from 
this  country. 

.As,  in  the  recent  discussions  between 
Mr.  Onis  and  riiis  DepaiTm.aii,  there  is 
frequent  reference  to  those  ofthe  negoti- 
ation at  .Aranjuez  in  1805,  the  correspon- 
dence between  the  Isxtraordinary  Mis- 
sion of  tne  United  States  at  tnat  period, 
and  Don  Pedro  Cevalios,  t.ieii  the  Min- 
ist.'r  of  Foreign  .Vlfairs  in  Spain,  w ill  bo 
also  submitted  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  be 
laid  before  Congress,  together  with  the! 
co.  respondence  between  Don  Francisco 
Pizarro  and  Air.  Ervin 


The  documents  are  of  such  volume,  that  it 
would  require  the  wiiole  space  of  our  columns 
for  a week  to  publish  them.

.Ulams  t(t  Don  Luis  De  Onis,  dated 

March  12,  1318. 

“ You  perceive,  sir,  that  the  {rovern- 
nient  ofthe  United  States  is  not  prepar- 
ed either  to  renounce  any  of  the  claims 
which  it  has  been  so  long  urging  upon  the 
justice  of  Spain,  or  to  acquiesce  in  any 
of  those  arguments  which  appear  to  you 
so  luminous  and  irresistible.  Determined 
to  pui'sue  the  establishment  of  their 
l ights,  as  long  as  by  any  possibility  they 
can  be  pursued  through  the  paths  of 
fieace,  they  have  acquiesced,  as  the  -Mes 
sage  of  the  President  at  the  commence- 
ment  of  the  present  session  of  Congress 
has  informed  you,  in  that  policy  of  Spain 
which  has  hitherto  procrastinated  the 
amicable  adjustment  of  these  interests 
not  from  an  insensibility  to  their  impor- 
tance to  this  union,  nor  from  any  iiiditfcr- 
ence  to  the  object  of  being  upon  terms 
of  cordial  harmony  with  Spain  ; but,  be- 
cause peace  is  among  the  dearest  and 
most  earnest  objects  of  their  policy  ; and 
because  they  have  considered,  and  still 
consider  it,  more  congenial  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  humanity,  and  to  the  permanent 
welfare  of  both  nations,  to  wait  for  the 
favorable  operation  of  time  upon  the  pre- 
judices S;  passionsopposed  tothein,thanto 
resort  to  the  unnecessary  agency  offeree. 
■After  a lapse  of  thirteen  years  of  patient 
forhcarance,  in  Availing  for  the  moment 
when  Spain  should  find  it  expedient  to 
meet  their  constant  desire  of  bringing  to 
a happy  and  harmonious  termination  a, 
the  conflicting  interests  between  them, 
it  will  need  little  additional  effort  to  wail 
somewhat  longer  with  the  same  expecta- 
tion. The  President  deems  this  course 
even  more  advisable  than  that  of  referring 
the  questions  depending  betw'een  the  two 
nations  to  the  arbitrament  or  mediation 
ol  one  or  more  friendly  European  pow- 
ers, as  you  have  been  authorized  to  pro- 
pose. The  statement  in  your  note  of 
the  10th  of  February,  in  reference  to  this 
subject,  is  not  altogether  correct.  It  is 
not  the  British  Government  which,  on 
tnis  occasion,  hasofl'eivd  ; but  your  gov- 
ernment which,  without  first  consuiliiig 
or  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  United 
States,  has  requested  the  mediation  of 
Great  Britain.  The  British  Govern- 
ment, as  must  be  well  known  to  you, 
have  dcriiiicd  the  ofTer  of  their  media 
tion,  unless  il  should  be  requested  by 
both  parties  ; and  have  communicated  to 
the  govci-i.meiit  ofthe  United  Slates  this 
overture  on  the  part  of  Spain.  Tne  Pre- 
sident has  tliought  proper,  from  motives 
which  he  has  no  doubt  will  be  deemed  sa- 
lisfactory,  both  to  Great  Britain  and 
Spain,  to  decline  uniting  in  this  request. 
He  is  indeed  fully  persuaded  that,  not- 
willistandlng  any  prepossessions  which

But  however  discoiiPaging  the  tenor 
and  character  of  your  recent  notes  nas 
been  . the  hop-  s wnicli  the  promises  and 
pi  ofcs  o s of  your  govermiient  liad  ex- 
cited, mat  the  time  for  the  adjustment  of 
tnese  dilVcreiiccs  with  Spain,  hersclt,  had 
at  length  arrived,  the  U.  States  will  not 
abindon  the  expectatUui  tiiRt  more  cor- 
rect views  of  the  subject  will  ultimately 
be  suggested  to  your  government,  and 
they  will  always  be  disposed  to  meet 
them  in  the  spirit  of  justice  and  amiiy 
Witli  regard  to  those  parts  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Louisiana,  which  have  been  iii- 
orporated  within  the  state  of  that  name, 
it  is  time  that  the  discussion  should  cease. 
Eorming  part  of  the  territory  ol  a sove- 
reign and  indepeiulent  state  ot  this  union, 
to  dispose  of  them  is  not  within  tlie  com- 
petency of  the  executive  government  of 
the  United  States  ; nor  will  the  discus- 
sion be  hereafter  continued.  But  if  you 
nave  proposa.s  to  make,  to  whicli  it  is 
possible  for  the  government  ofthe  Unit- 
ed States  to  listen  with  a prospect  of 
bringing  them  to  any  practicable  conclu- 
sion, I am  authorized  to  receive  them, 
and  to  conclude  with  you  a treaty  for 
the  adjustment  of  all  the  differences  he- 
uveen  the  two  nations,  upon  terms  which 
may  he  satisfactory  to  both. 

With  regard  to  the  motives  for  the  oc 
cupatioii  of -Amelia  Island,  the  Messages 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  Congress,  and  my  letter  to  you  of  16m 
January,  have  given  the  explanations 
which,  it  is  presumed,  will  he  satisfactory 
to  your  government.  The  exposed  and 
feeble  situation  of  that  Island,  as  well  as 
of  the  remainder  of  East  Florida,  with 
thciT  local  position  in  the  neighborhood 
ofthe  United  States,  have  always  been 
among  the  primary  inducements  of  the 
United  States  for  urging  to  Spain  the  ex 
pcdicncy  to  the  interests  of  both  nations, 
that  Spain  should  cede  them  for  a just 
and  suitable  equivalent  to  the  United 
States. 

In  tlie  letter  of  the  28th  of  January, 
1805,  from  .Messrs.  Pinkney  and  Mon- 
roe, to  Mr.  Cevalios,  the  following  pas- 
sage stands  proniiiiciit  among  the  argu- 
ments used  by  them  to  tliat  effect.  Shjiuld 
Spain,  say  tney,  “ not  jilace  a strong 
force  in  Florida,  it  will  not  escape  your 
excellency’s  attention,  that  it  wili  be 
much  exposed  to  the  danger  ofheing  ta- 
ken possession  of  by  some  other  power, 
who  might  wish  to  hold  it  with  very  dif- 
ferent views  towards  Spain  than  those 
which  animate  the  gevernment  of  tlie 
United  States.  Without  a strong  force 
being  there,  it  might  even  become  an  a- 
sylum  for  adventurers  and  frccbootei-s, 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  both  nations.” 

A’ou  know,  sir,  how  far  the  events  thus 
anticipated,  and  pointed  out  so  early  as 
ill  January,  1805,  to  the  prudent  forecast 
of  Spain,  have  been  realized.  Pensacola 
lias  been  occupied  by  another  power,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  war  from  it 
against  the  United  States,  and  .Amelia  Is- 
land has  been  occupied  by  adventurers, 
to  the  great  annoyance  of  both  nations, 
and  oi  all  othci-s  engaged  in  lawful  com- 
merce upon  the  Gulph  of  Mexico.  Be- 
fore these  events  occurred,  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  aware  of  the  great 
and  growing  danger  of  them,  which  had 
been  so  long  before  distinctly  foreseen, 
Iiaa  made  it  the  duty  of  the  .Executive 
government,  in  the  case  of  such  a con- 
tingency,to  take  the  temporary  possession 
of  the  country,  which  might  be  necessa- 
ry to  avert  tlie  injuries  tliat  must  result 
from  it.  .Amelia  Island  wxas  taken,  not 
from  the  possession  of  Spain,  but  of  those 
from  whom  siie  had  been  equally  incapa- 
ble of  keeping  or  of  recovering*  its  pos- 
session, and  who  were  using  it  for  pur- 
poses incompatible  with  the  laws  of  na- 
tions and  ofthe  United  States.  No  pur- 
pose, either  of  taking  or  ol  retaining  it 
as  a conquest  from  Spain,  has  ever  facen 
entertained,  and  unless  ceded  by  Spain 
to  the  United  States,  it  will  be  restored, 
whenever  the  danger  of  its  being  again 
tluis  occupied  and  misused  shall  have 
ceased. 

It  IS  needless  to  add,  that  the  proposal, 
that  the  United  States  should  take 
any  further  measures  than  those  aleady 
provided  by  law  for  preventing  arnia- 
ments  hostile  to  Spain  within  the  territo- 
ries ofthe  United  States,  is  inadmissihic. 
I’he  measures  already  taken,  and  the  laws 
already  existing  against  all  hostile  arma- 
ments within  our  jurisdiction,  incompati- 
ble with  the  obligaticiis  of  neutrality,  arc 
sufficient  for  its  preservation  ; and  the 
necessary  means  will  contimie  to  be  used, 
as  they  ha  e been,  to  carry  them  faithful- 
ly into  execution.

To  ouV  readers,  we  are  satisfied,  the 
congressional  dch.ate  w ill  be  most  accept- 
able, the  publication  of  whicli  we  have 
commenced  in  a jneceding  jiart  of  this 
paper,  on  the  hill  wliich  the  National  In- 
telligencer entitles  ‘‘  a bill  to  sustain  our 
nciural  relations,”  hut  which,  as  original- 
ly reported,  was  very  aptly  styleo  in  the 
debate,  “a  bill  for  the  benefit  of  hU  ma- 
jesty the  King  of  Spain  \Vc  shall 

give  the  whole  of  tlie  discussion,  bee:- use 
it  win  shed  great  light  on  the  course  of 
the  measures  of  government  in  relation 
to  the  contest  in  South  America,  and  on 
the  principles  vvhicn  should  govern  us 
on  that  subject.  Tne  bill,  lu  the  course 
of  the.  debate,  was  so  modified  in  favor 
of  the  jiatriots,  that  most  of  their  friends, 
and  the  frieii..s  of  real  neutrality,  in  the 
house,  voted  to  engross  it  for  a third 
reading.  But  the  modifications  have  ren- 
dered it  so  unpleasant  to  the  federal 
members  and  the  devoted  partizans  of 
administration,  that  tne  National  lutelli- 
gciicer  says  it  will  probably  he  indefinite- 
ly  postponed ; and  thus  will  the  odious 
anti-neutral  law  of  1817,  still  remain  in 
force,  to  the  deep  injury  of  tlie  S.authcrn 
Patriots,  and  the  shame  and  disgrace 
our  country  1 


In  the  progress  of  the  debate  on  ovif 
neutral  relations,  Mr.  Forsyti}  mention- 
ed a vote  of  thanks  passed  by  the  Mexi- 
can Congress  to  Speaker  Clay,  “ for  his 
magnanimous  exertions  in  favor  of  their 
cause.”  Mr.  Cl.at  replied  that  he  nad  no 
kno.vledgc  ofthat  vots — fr.ejiiing,wc  pre- 
sume, that  he  had  never  received  any  of- 
ficial information  of  it ; Dr.  Robinson 
having  merely  mentioned  in  a newspa- 
per that  such  a vote  had  passed  ; — hut, 
said  the  Speaker,  “ of  such  a distinction, 
il  it  were  so,  I should  feci  proud.  If  I 
have  deserved  such  an  honor  from  the 
jiatriotS  for  my  exertions,  I submit  it  to 
iny  friend  from  Georgia,  ivhetherhe  does 
not  deserve  a vote  of  thanks  from  the  oji- 
fiosite  party  [the  adored  Ferdinand] yhr 
his  exertions  on  that  side  !”  If  we  ini.;-ht 
be  permitted  to  answer  this  suggestion 
of  the  .Speaker,  we  should  say  tliat  Mr- 
Forsyth  is  not  only  entitled  to  a vote  of 
thanks,  but  a statue  of  gold,  from  the 
adored  embroiderer  of  fieiticoats,  the  im- 
maculate Ferdinand,  for  his  exertions  on 
“ that  side.”  Whatever  motives  may 
have  induced  that  gentleman  to  display 
so  much  zeal  in  the  passage  of  bills  hos- 
tile to  the  South  Americans,  and  contra- 
ry to  our  neutral  duties — and  we  i.oiibt 
not  his  motives  were  good,  the  effect  of 
his  exertions  has  been  infinitely  more  fa- 
vorable to  I'crdiiiand  than  those  of  the 
Chevalier  Onis,  the  Spanish  ambassador. 
Nor  will  Mr.  Forsytii’s  assertion,  though 
by  no  means  a fact,  that  the  public  senti- 
ment has  apjiroved  the  laws  against  the 
patriots ; nor  will  his  idle  and  unworthy 
sarcasms  on  the  conductors  of  “ certain 
fiublic  prints,”  be  at  all  unacceptable  to 
“ the  majesty”  of  enslaved  Spain.  .All 
intelligence  favorable  to  the  cause  ofthe 
Sjianish  despot,  true  or  not  true  ; all  cen- 
sure and  abuse  of  those  actively  hostile  to 
his  tyranny,  and  to  his  success  in  forging 
more  galling  chains  for  the  South  Ame- 
ricans; all  these  things,  proceeding  from 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  offoreign 
relations  in  congress,  must  be  extremely 
gratifying  to  Ferdinand  ; and  if  the  pro- 
curement of  the  passage  of  the  anti-neu- 
tral act  of  congress,  of  1817,  produced, 
as  Mr.  Clay  intimates,  the  bestowal  of 
some  honor  on  the  faithful  minister  of 
I'crdinand  in  tliis  country,  surely  Mr, 
Forsyth,  who  may  be  considered  the  prin- 
cipal author  of  that  law,  and  certainly 
one  ot  its  most  zealous  supporters,  is 
eminently  entitled  to  the  most  gracious 
consideration  of  his  “ adored  majesty.”

In  his  place,  in  congress,  Mr.  For- 
syth remarked,  that  “ before  the  end  of 
the  present  session  of  congress,  he  hoped 
to  be  permitted  to  shew  to  the  Speaker, 
how  the  adored  Ferdinand  might  be  made 
responsible  for  the  conduct  of  Spain  to 
the  United  States.”  Mr.  Cl.ay  “ ex- 
pressed his  thanks  for  this  information, 
and  the  pleasure  it  gave  him.”  Wc 
should  have  supposed  that  this  conversa- 
tion jiresented  “ a speck  of  war  in  thii 
horizon  ;”  that  there  was  an  intention  to 
coirce  Sjiain  into  a sense  of  justice  to  us; 
but,  alas  ! Mr.  Gales  says,  that  Mr.  For- 
syth s remark  “ had  no  such  bearing 
and  the  Secretary  of  .State  has,  as  our- 
readers  will  see,  formally  assured  lue 
Spanisii  minister,  that  although  Sjaaio 
has  committed  enormous  injuries  against 
us  i akiiough  the  United  States  have 
waitetl  patiently  thirteen  years,  in  the 
hope  of  a redress  of  those  injuries,  “ it 
vaill  need  little  additional  effort  to  tvaiS 
lomewhat  longer  in  the  same  expecta- 
tion Our  government  intimates  mat 
it  is  so  much  in  love  with  peace,  enter- 
tains so  much  confidence  in  the  ultimate 
justice  of  the  Spanish  king,  that  it  will 
not  goto  war  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing indemnity  for  the  past,  and  security 
for  the  future;  This  sort  of  policy  may 
be  denominated  candor  by  people  cv'cr 
ready  to  eulogize  the  powers  that  be 
but,  for  our  part,  wc  think  that  the  veri- 
est, tyro  in  diplomacy,  the  merest  novice 
ill  politics,  would  have  had  more  prii- 
ducc  than  thus  to  have  encouraged  Spain 
in  her  perseverance  in  withholding  jus- 
■ live  from  our. country.  Highly  do  we 
estimate  the  blessings  of  peace;  but, 
surciy,  peace  can  only  be  preserved,  wc 
I can  only  se  ure  the  respect  of  other  pow- 
ers, by  unceasingly  holding  out  to  them 
a determination  jaromptly  to  resist  inju- 
ries, and  resolutely  to  puiiisli  tlicm,  if 
they  are  not  speedily  and  spontaneously 
1 redressed). 


We  have  mn  ovcrthe  correspomicnce 
of  Mr.  Adams  with  the  Spaiiish  envoy. 
The  language  of  the  latter  is  cxtrcuuh 
high-toned  and  offensive,  insonuich  that 
the  Secretary  of  State  thus  adiitonishei 
him  on  the  subject — You  more  that 
once  intimate,  that  the  Amcricah  gc- 
venimcnt  does  not,  itself,  "believe  in  thf 
validity  of  the  statements  and  arguments 
used  by  its  ministers,  ii  support  of  the 
claims  of  the  United  States.  To  laii- 
guage  and  sentiments  such  as  these,  the 
government  of  the  United  States  cannot 
Tefihj  ; nor  can  it,  without  an  effort,  con-

Not  only  is  the  language  of  Don  Onis

Thie  argument, 
as  Mr.  Pinkney  truly  intimates,  was  fu*"- 
nisl.ed  by  the  federal  prints  in  .\'uerica, 
which  contemned  the  interests  of  their 
own  country  in  their  zeal  for  the  inter- 
ests of  legitimate  royalty  in  Europe.

house,  were  savetl,  as  were  also_Dupoiit 


Icrits  of  the  house  were  crowded,  in 
consequence  of  a report  that  Mr.  Cl\y 
and  Mr.  Barbocu  were  expected  tocome 
out  on  the  resolutions  expressive  of  the 
power  of  congress  to  construct  roads  and 
canals.  Mr.  Barbol'u  delivered  one  of 
the  most  able  and  ingenious  speeches  on 
the  negative  of  the  question,  which  I lave 
ever  heard.”  “ Mr.  Clay  arose,  full  of 
the  vital  stamina  for  proud  debate.  It 
had  been  suggested,  that  gentlemen  in 
favor  of  roads  and  canals  were  aiming, 
unknowingly,  at  a broad  and  dangerous' 
usurpation.  “ If,”  said  Mr.  Clay,  “ it  be 
nsurpalion  to  strengthen  this  union  as 
Washington,  the  father  of  his  conntrv, 
wouh!  have  strengthened  it  ; if  it  he 
usurpation  to  unite  by  stronger  and  morel 
intimate  ties,  the  various  sections  of  the  i 
country;  if  it  be  nsuriiation  to  promotel 
connnerec,  internal  trade,  and  domestic  i 
convenience;  if  it  lie  usurpation  to  ad- 
vance the  power,  wealth,  .glory,  and  raag- 
nifii  nee  of  the  nation,  as  expressly  war- 
ranted by  the  constitution  ; then  aro  we 
usurpers.”  I do  not  repeat  his  exact 
words,  but  such  were  his  ideas.  .After  a 
few  bold,  nervous,  and  appropriate  i"- 
troductory  remarks,  he  proceeded  to  ex- 
plam  away,  in  a powerful  and  emphatic 
manner,  the  constitutional  objections  of 
his  advers.u  ies.  He  concluded  his  speecii 
in  a masterly  prophetic  view  of  our  fu- 
ture grandeur.  While  lie  pointed  his 
finger  to  the  map  of  the  United  States, 1 
being  at  the  south  cn  I of  the  iiall,  and  I 
painted  the  sevnes  which  would  snrroii'id! 
us,  when  fifty  or  a luiiulix-d  millions  of; 
people  should  cover  our  soil  ; wnen  nc 
arose  to  tlie  phrenzied  vehemence  of  the 
great  .Athenian  orator,  and  being  upon 
the  future  strength,  power  and  giory  of 
our  republic,  in  the  expansion  of  !ier  in- 
ternal resources,  every  heart  w.is  silent, 
every  ordinary  emotion  w.^s  suspended. 
It  was  indeed  a great  elK.rt,  atid  com- 


referenccto  a recognition  of  South  .Ame- 
rican independence.  It  has  been  madej 
in  a form  well  calculated  to  ensure  it  sue-; 
cess  ; manifesting  great  delicacy  towards, 
the  President  ; intimating  to  him  the 
wish  of  congress  that  South  .American 
independence  should  be  acknowledged, i 
and  placing  a fund  at  his  disposal  wiien-j 
ever  he  shall  depute  an  envoy  to  the  rc-| 
public  of  La  Plata,  the  most  firmly  es- 
tablished of  the  patriot  governments.  In 
sup|)ort  of  this  very  politic  and  just  pro-' 
position,  Mr.  Ci.ay  is  stated  to  have  de-^ 
Fivered  a luminous  and  able  speech, j 
which  occupied  him  four  hours.  He  was, 
supported  by  Mr.  Holmes,  Mr.  Robert-' 
SON  of  Louisiana,  Mr.  Tucker,  Col. 
Joiivso.v,an(i  Mr.  Floyd;  and  opposed  by ' 
Mr.  Forsyth,  gen-SMini,  Mr.  Lowndes, 
M’xHuGH  '^LLSO.N.Sc  \Ir.S\iYi  H.  No  .1- 
b It  af  greater  ma.gnitiide,nor  a:iy  one  dis-' 
playing  greater  ability,  has  perhaps  ever 
taken  place  in  congress.  It  involved  a 
discussion  of  the  policy  of  recognizingl 
South  American  independence  ; tlie  con-j 
dition  of  that  country  ; the  conduct  ofj 
our  government  in  relation  to  it ; onrj 
policy  in  regard  to  Europe  gencraliy,' 
and  the  subject  of  a war  with  Spain.  Noi 
decision  had  occurred  at  the  date  of  oui' 
latest  advices. 

Ill  the  hill,  the  proposed  amendment^ 
towhicli  produced  the  debate  above  des- 
cribed, an  appropriation  of  S30,000  was' 
made  to  pay  the  salaries  and  defray  thel 
expenses  of  the  three  commissioners  senl| 
by  the  President,  last  winter,  to  South 
.America,  to  gain  information  of  tne  statel 
of  t lat  country.  Mr.  Clay  protested! 
a;gainst  this  appropriation,  because  the; 
constitution  did  not  justify  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  commissioners,  and  it  was| 
in  violation  of  a positive  law  of  congrc.ss, 
fixing  the  grade  of  the  only  ministers  to 
he  sent  abroad,  that  of  minister  pleni|io- 
tentiary  and  of  charge  des  alfaires.  Be- 


Sevcral  of  the  foreign  ministers  were: 
present,  and  I \Vas  proud  to  have  them: 
witness  the  speeches  of  Barbour  aiidj 
Clay.  Fhese  two  distinguished  men, 
as  well  as  many  others  in  the  American 
Senate,  will  cliallengc  a compciilion  witii 
any  European  orators,  in  her  delibera- 
tive assemblies.  Mr.  Clay  is  certainly  one 
of  the  greatest  popular  orators  lever 
heard.  Yet  I am  sorry  to  think  that  he 
wants  one  great  requisite — preparation

SUCCESS  OF  THE  P.ATRIOTS. 
h.vtract  of  a letter  receix>ed  at  St.  Tho- 
mas, from  Porto  Bello,  19  Feb.  1818. 
“Bolivar  is  at  Hogara,  where  La  Terra 
defeated  Sazazyo.  He  has  12  pieces  of 
triillery  and  3000  men.  .A  few  days  ago 
.his  cavalry  surprized  the  Royalists,  and 
cut  to  pieces  a fine  regiment  ol  huzzars, 
of  Ferdinand  the  7th,  500  in  number. 

The  advanced  pickets  of  the  Royalists, 
have  been  also  defeated,  in  some  late  at- 
tacks by  the  cavalry  of  the  Patriots,  which 
is  very  formidable,  and  has  formed  a 
junction  with  Bolivar.  Morillo  has  ad- 
vanced from  Calabozo  to  join  the  army. 
Much  is  e.xpected  from  his  presence  ; 
and  should  the  Patriots  risk  a general 
engagement,  Morillo  no  doubt  will  suc- 
ceed, otln  rwise  it  is  very  doubtful.  By 
this  you  will  perceive  that  Bolivar  is  ad- 
vancing and  Morillo  on  the  defensive. 

Both  main  armies  arc  not  one  day’s 
march  from  each  other ; but  tlie  vast 
su|)eriority  of  the  Patriots’  cavalry  shields 
their  army  fi-om  Morillo’s  infantry.  A\’e| 
look  every  hour  for  some  decisive  act  j 
from  one  side  or  the  other.  The  fact  is,  i 
.Morillo  is  surrounded;  and,  unless  by 
some  desperate  act  on  his  part,  it  will  be 
dillicult  for  him  to  escape.
